million, eight hundred thousand 
dollars into Hancock County last 
year. This fal over $12,000.00 
has been paid to Hancock Coun- 
tians for pine cones for seed to 
be used at the State Nurseries. 
Also applications have been taken 
for approximately four million 
seedlings for the planting season 
which is just ahead. 

For the first time in many years, 
our forests are growing more wood 
than we are using. . Attainment of 
this goal presentss us with a new 
forest situation 

Our population is increasing 
rapidly. Standards of living are 
rising. Consumption of wood for 
many uses is mounting. Today's 
goal to maintain and even improve 
the favorable balance of wood 
growth over removal while meet- 
ing the increasing wood require- 
ments/of the Nation, will require 
hard work. 

To better acquaint the public 
with these improved forestry 
practices ncessary to do this, dem- 
onstrations will be given in every 
phase of the forestry program 
in Hancock County. ` 

Fire, the number one enemy of 
timber in Hancock County has 
shown a continual decrease over 
the years. From July first 1953 
to June 30, 1954, Hancock County 
had 309 fires destroying 9683 
acres. The last fire season which 
closed June 30th, 1957, 110 fires 
destroyed 1448 acres. 

One of the most dynamic dev- 
opments in our forest situation 
has been the birth of the Tree 
Farm System. It started on a sin- 
gle arca of property owned by 
a wood using company. 

From the beginnin 
and idea—growing trees as a crop 
for profit caught on. The tree 
farming movement spread rapidly 
across the country- and in 1957 
Mississippi led all other Southern 
States in the number of tree 
farms. Hancock County had 40 
in number. Wherever this green 
and white sign is seen in the 
county, it means progress in the 
forestry program. 

The best way to reduce the for- 
est fire loss is to prevent fires 
from starting. The best way to 
thin and cut is on the selective 
cutting method. The best way to 
reseed denuded areas is through 
seedlings available from the State 
Nursery. 

Attend Forestry Field Day to 
be held Thursday, October 17th 
at Rocky Hill Tower above Kiln 
and see some of these good man- 
agement practices demonstrated.
